fered ench a loss by fire as it did yester- 
iMj. The vary heart of the city, in- 
•lodlng aom« of th« largest wh61e»le 
and retail bnsincsB houses in the south, 
were destroyed. The loss is variously 
estimated at from 11,000,000 to $1,600,- 
000. irith about 60 per cent of insar- 
aaoe. The entire block between Union 
fnd Reservoir streets, on Gay street, 
with the eioeption of the MoQee build- 
ing, and the longest and handsomest 
tflook in the city, is a mass of ruins. 

The loss of life is very uucertaiii as 
Jtho Ijotel repistor of tlie Hotel Knox, in 
which 66 people wore sleeping, was 
tnumed. The proprietor of the hotel 
•iqn that he had five or six gaests who 
hare not pat in an appearance. 

A. E. Weeks of Locke, N. Y. , drum- 
mer for a Roohester stamping company, 
is known to have perished in the flamen. 

R. W. Hopkins, a St. Loois drummer, 
was last seen in the buning bolUUng in 
a snif ocating oonditi<». 

A man named Robinson, from Pulas- 
ki, Tenn. , is supposed to be another vic- 
tim. He was registered in tlie hotel 
and has not shown up. 

A largo force of men are at work 
clearing away the debris and SHwrrhlng 
forthehodiea. 

A oaliiBetmaker named P. O. Dyer, 
feU dead on the street from fright. 

W. H. Kephart, ex-secretary of the 
chamber of commerce, saved the life of 
John Bogle, an old farmer, by dragging 
him to a window and letting him oat on 
the zoof of another bnilding. Kephart 
Jnmped one story and was Injured. 

When the firemen thought all the in- 
mates of the hotel had escaped a woman 
with an infant in her arms rushed to 
the rear window and screamed for help. 
A net was quickly stretched and the 
womili lyiked to drop the child out, but 

the SBiflke almost ohdked her she told 
them that if on* had to die both would 
die. The woman was finally rescued by 
the firemen.

The fire was discovered about 4 
o'clock in the wliolesalo grocery store of 
the MoNulty Grocery company by a 
porter of the Hotel Knox, which adjoins 
the grocery. A general alarm was 
turned in and all the looal fire oompa- 
nies were soon on thesoene. Their 
efforts proved futile, however, and the 
flames spread rapidly, and soon the 
hotel was enveloped in flames. 

JVom the hotel building, which is five 
■toiles, the fire spread east and west, 
and a stiff wind made the flames tsbj 
ngly, and the fixe department wiis in- 
adequate. 

In the wholesale hardware house of 
W. W. Woodruff & Company a large 
dynamite explosion oocurred and soores 
<tf people wwaimrtligrflTiBgMolc a&d 
glass. 

It became net^ssary at last to harve 

the walls of one bnilding blown down 
by cannon to stop the mad career of the 
flie. A mountain Howitzer of tljo 
Knoxrille Legion was called into play 
and a load of canister did the work, at 
the same time tearing up some resi- 
dences in a different portion of the city. 

The city authorities, realizing that 
the fire department wa.s nimble to con- 
quer the flames, telegrai)huci to Chatta- 
nooga for a^siatauce. Au engine was 
jflti /^ aboard a flatoar and started the 
ran of 111 miles, which was mode by 
Bngineer Bobbins in 109 minntss, 
breaking the record. When the engine 
arrived here the tire was aboat nnder 
control, yet the Ohattanoogik hoys did 

aomewoik.

Orsbnvillr, Miss.. April 9.— The 
condition of affairs in this section of the 
Mississippi river continues serious. 
Want is today at the door of many la- 
borers. The Yazoo-Mississippi delta 
embraces 10 counties with a popula- 
tion of nearly 400,000 people, 70 pet 
oMitof whom ore farm laborers who 
depend for their daily bread on rations 
issued weekly by the planters and local 
merchants, on i)art of the laborers' 
farming operations. The planter and 
merchant, iti turn, secure advancements 
from money centers on their paper, 
based on the growing crops, after hav- 
ing carried the laborar until tiie crops 
have been planU'd. The inundation 
occasions a withholding of credit from 
the country, thus ciittii-t; it;) most vital 
cords. From this statement it will be 
readily seen that arery day adds aeirer- 
ity to the strain. 

The promptness with which the fed- 
eral government has interested itself in 
the oondition of the inhabitants of the 
inundated districts has brought a strong 
niy fli hope into a situation wliioh is at 
best glooBoy enough. It will be remem- 
bered the secretary of war has kept 
himself in telegmphio oommnnioation 
with the governor of Mississippi, seek- 
ing information oonceming the needs of 
the flooded districts. Governor Mc- 
Laorin, in torn, has kept in telegraphic 
oommnnioation with the r e p res en tative 
men of the delta and on Wednesday he 
was first advised that a s s i sta nce was 
needed. Later advices give a more ex- 
tended report (rf the pN'vailiug condi- 
tion, wherenpon many of the leading 
planters and irasineu men of this sec- 
tion (Washington county) held council 
and decided such a crisis was at hand as 
necessitated calling for assistance from 
the general government. To that end 
the following dispatch was sent to the 
governor, and by him sent to General 
Alger, secretary of war, and a similar 
messuce was transmitted to Congress- 
man Oatohings : 

"Further investigation into the effect 
of the overflow and conference with the 
lea(Uug merchants and planters shows 
that this. Washington county, is prac- 
tically entirely overflowed. The popu- 
lation of the county is about f)0,Oi)U. 
with upward of 10,000 head of mules, 
and horses, exclusive of cattle. Over 
40,000 of these people subsist upon 
wt*ekly rations, issued by planters and 
local nien.'hauts. The limited means of 
these are about exhausted and their 
credit destroyed by the overflow. Thirty 
days will probably elapse before it can 
be determined whether a crop can be 
made. If none can be made the desti- 
tntion will be incalcalable. In the 
meantime we must appeal to the gov- 
ernment for aid, during this period of 
waiting, in caring lor these po<)i)lo and 
stock. Only actual necessaries are de- 
sired, and such supplips can be dis- 
bursed without waste through the gov- 
ernment force litationed at this point. 
We estimate it will require not less 
than $i;!.">,U(K) worth of supjilies for tins 
purpose during the imi suing ttO days for 
this county, and we eamssdy request 
your aid in securing it."

The news had be- 
come current among the negroes that 
the government had sent rations, and 
many who were yet able to take care of 
thciaselve.-i were ^'rievonsly disappnint- 
ed at not finding their names on the re- 
lief roll. 

At Helena the river ha.i fallen a feet 
and 11 inches since the luvei^ gave way 
on Sunday. The back water in tlit 
southern part of the city is at a stand. 
Many flood refugees are being takt n to 
Helena, and the number in that eity 
will now probably reach 3,600. The re- 
lief committee is doing good work and 
no complaints have been made.

NEW- ORLEANS STILL SAFE.

NOTHING BUT TALK. 

Ths Batire Time of the Seaata TOkaa Up 
in Speaehaa. 

WAHHlvoTOif, April 9.— The senate 

yesterday heard Mr Morgan of Ala- 
bama for tiic. third successive day on his 
resolution declaniig that a state of war 
existtt in Cuba. He was severely crit- 
ical of Spain's methods against Amer- 
ican prisoners, and went over in detail 
the circumstances in the Competitor 
case. Mr. Morgan said he would close 
his speech at the next meeting of the 
Ki'iiate, when he would present a letter 
from ()ne of the (Xiban olticials of the 
eastern province of the island, showing 
the complete civil system of govern- 
ment now maintained by thu Cubans. 

The resolution of Mr. Earle (Dem., 
S. O.iforthe reorganization of senate 
committees went over, Mr. Chandler 
presenting an amendment to be argued 
when the rt solution is taken up. The 
amendment provides that on Tuesday, 
April 20, at 2 p. m., the senate will pro- 
ceed to appoint its committees. 

Mr. Nelson of Minnesota spoke for 
two hours on the bankruptcy bill, op- 
posing the pending Torrey bill as ex- 
cessively harsh and de.signed .as a col- 
lection agi'ucy for large creditors and 
urging his substitute an a measure 
drafted in the interest of thousands of 
poor dabtora stmgi^g to gat on their 
feet. 

Mr. Hoar defended the Torrey bill 
against Mr. Nelson's charges of harsh- 
ness. He said 500,000 debtors were 
awaiting the relief of this humane bill. 
The Nelson substitute lb. Boar regard- 
ed as impracticable. 

Mr. Lmdsay of Kentnoky gave notice 
of a speech at the next session in an- 
swer to criticisms of the committee bill. 

Mr. Thurston (Rep., Neb.) gave no- 
tice that on next Tuesday he would ad- 
dress the senate on the subject of the 
Pacific railroad debt settlements. 

At 4:45 the senate adjourned until 
Monday. 

PI AZZA FEL lT* 

Hoa. W. J. Bryoa Meats With aa AaeMaat 
•t St. AvawtlBe, Florida. 

St. Auou.stine, Fla., April 9.— Hon. 
William J. Bryan arrivecl here at 4 :".0 
p. m. and was greeted at the station by 
several hundred people. At b :60 he ad- 
dressed fully 8,000 persons from the 
piazza of the Ssin Marco hotel. At the 
close of his speech hundreds of people 
flocked about him, and so great was tlie 
strain that one section of the piazza, 40 
left scpiare. fell through. 

Nearly 400 men and women were pre- 
cipitated about 20 feet to the ground 
and many of them injured, but none 
fatally. Mr. Bryan was picked up un- 
conscious, and removed to a physician's 
oflice, where an examination revealed 
that ho had received no injuries of a 
serious character. It was deemed best, 
however, to abandon the reoeptiou 
which was to have bean giroa him later 
in the evening.

— Mariano Can- 
celliere, charged by the Democratic 
campaign committee with procuring 
the fraudnlent ragistratioB of Agostino 
OattilOiWaa nnaUe to renew his $6,000 
bond before 'Squire Blistiaaot Biver- 
side, and was lu ked up in detteolt at 
the Hamilton county jail.

The Cretans Contemplate Such 
a Move. 



OUNS MOUNTED IN POSITION. 



Tha Ore*aM Rava Warned the Foralfa 

AdmiritU Tliat Any Attempt to Inter- 
fere With Their Deelgna Woald Be 
Varalbljr Bsslitad— TasSsf QaatMoa Ba- 

llaved to Be Approaching a rUinnx. 

Canka, April 9. — The Cretans are 
now massing around Kissarao. They 
have mounted four guns and intend to 
attack the fort, which is held by 160 
Turks. Yesterday they wrote to the 
captain of the Austrian warship an- 
chored in the bay, declaring that as the 
action of the international fleet had 
hitherto been hostile to them, they 
would repel forcibly any attempt of the 
warships to interfere with their designs 
at Kissamo. It in expected, therefore, 
that the Cretans will direct their guns 
upon the warships if the latter open 
fire. 

The Austrian admiral will proceed to 
Kissamo at once. It has been decided 
to remove the few Mohammedan fam- 
ilies still there and to blow up the two 
blockhouses in the vicinity of the fort 
in order to nrevent the Cretans fh>m 
occupying tnem. 

The foreign admirals have sent a war- 
ship to Kissamo, with instructions to 
assist the Turks in evacuating that place 
the latter having dedarsd it to be im- 
irassible to resist the insorgents. 

The admirals of the foreign fleets held 
a meeting yesterday at Soda. The 
question dlscnssed was whether the 
consuls should renew parleying with 
the insurgent leaders. It was decided 
not to do so. The consols pointed out 
that further parley was nsewss becanse 
they were unable to give them definite 
information relative to the withdrawal 
of the Turkish troops or famish the in- 
surgent leaders with detai ls regar ding 
the antonomoas form of government 
which the powers proposed to confer on 
Crete. 

The fire which bro]|B out near the 
cathedral in Oandia destroyed the resi- 
dence of the bishop. The Ghreek quar- 
ter was saved by tne Italian marines, 
who demoUshed a number of buildings 
in order to check the progress of the 
conflagration. It is estimated that the 
damage teom the conflagration will 
reach £80,000. 

The barracks occupied by the Italian 
marines doing duty on tne shore at 
Claudia have been burned to the ground. 
The (^ausi> of the fire is not known. 

A d. t,ii hment of fiOO additional Rus- 
sian tro"i)s and an additional detach- 
ment of 700 British troops have arrived 
hero. 

Turks AmIoos to Flcht. 

Blassona, April 0.— The troops are 

very much disappointed at the fact that 
the Greeks have not attacked them, and 
the conviTsatjon of the soldiers and 
subaltt'rn oMicers shows th»^ir temper to 
be such that in the event of an out- 
break of Hostilities and the repulse of 
the (ireeks. no Turkish gt neral dare aot 
Otherwise than invade Greece. 

ReiaforeiBK Tarlcieh Troop* at Saloaiea. 

Consiantinoi'I.f:, April 9.— An ex- 
traordinary couiu'il of ministers of the 
empire was lu ld at the palace yester- 
day. It is understood that as a result 
of it the Turkish government will rein- 
force the troops at Salonica with 89 
battalions of Redifs from Anatola, mak- 
ing a total of 3:1,000.

In reviewioK the reciprocity provia- 
iona of the Dinnley bill in a letter to the 
New York Herald, Hon Wilham L. Wil 
•on UMys there ia in the whole liat of arti 
oles on which the President may make 
the preacribed concesaiona no proniiae of 
tqbatantlai or general benefit to oar oon- 
aOfnerc, and not mnrh more to hope for 
in openiiit' favored inarketa for our ex- 
ports. 

Mr. Wilson declares that retaliation, 
not reciprocity, is j)ropo8ed. He says : 
" The Preaident ia authorized to impoae 
dutiea on three important artiolea now 
and for many yeara on the free liat— 
viz.: coflTee, 3 cents a pound ; toa, 10 
centa a pound; bidee, lj| cents a pound 
—^ben andi artielaa or any of them 
come to us from countries which in his 
judKmeut, in view of such free entry 
impoae daties on our produce reciproc- 
ally unequal and unreaaooable. This is 
« repetition of the ao-called reciprocity 
olauae of the ^IcKlnley bill aa to certaiQ 
of ita articlea which proved ao ridiculous 
a flaaco and atirred the reaentment of 
aome of our soiitlicrn neighbors. 

" It ia a retaliation, not reciprocity. It 
triea to force open marketa by a threat, 
not by a ronreseion, and in its opera- 
tion ia really retaliation upon our own 
paopla. It aajra to the aeveral conn< 
triea from which we im])ort coflTee, tea 
and hides: 'If you, under fiscal neces- 
alty or erroneoua economic ideaa— such 
aa protection to home induatriea — im- 
paae dntiea on our wheat and flour, pro- 
viaiona and other products whirh Heem 
unjoatand nnieaaonable to our Preaident, 
we will impose dntiea on yonr tea, coffee 
andhides.' Or, in other words: " Tf you 
whether compelled or miatakenly follow- 
ing oar policy, make bread and other ar- 
ticles higher to your people, wc will make 
tea, coffee and hides higher to our peo- 
ple.' 

" Under like provisions in the law of 
1800 there arose not only ill feeling, 
but much diplomatic correspondence, 
in which it was claimed, with apparent 
juatice, that such diacriminationa were 
in violation of our long standing treaty 
obligationa, and it waa pointed out that 
aome of thoae treatiea were identical 
with the treaty of 1815 between the Uni- 
ted 8tatea and Ureat Britain, under 
which we clidmed and collected from the 
latter an indemnity of £87,000 for die* 
criminating duties imposed on American 
rioe in violation of the treaty."
